The  Adams  Lixe. 
Hen'ry^  Apa.ms  is  said  to  have  come  to  New  Endand  about  the  year 
1634,  and  in  February,  1641.  be  received  a  grant  of  forty  acres  of 
land  in  Braintree.  Mass.,  from  the  town  of  Boston,  of  which  it  then 
was  a  part.  In  the  petition  for  the  formation  of  the  first  church  in 
Braintree,  we  find  the  names  of  Henry  Adams,  Thomas  Adams, 
Henry  Adams,  Jr.,  John  Adams,  Christcphe-  Adams  and  Samuel 
Ad;^ms.  Henry  Adam=.  Sen.  died  October  6,  IG46;  his  will  was 
probated  S,  4,  1647;  his  children  (so  far  as  deSuitely  known"!  were:

Petf.r'  Adams.  In  bis  will  of  1C46.  Henry  Adams  mentions  his  son 
Peter;  in  1C52,  Peter  Adams  with  his  wife  and  son  John  appeared 
at  Medfield,  3Iass.,  where,  in  iC.j2,  he  is  recorded  as  having  a  family 
of  three  perscns.  In  the  Indian  raid  of  167-5  bis  house  was  burned, 
and  he  was  one  of  the  signers  cf  a  petition  to  the  Great  and  General 
Court  for  aid.  He  died  in  1690,  and  the  inventory  of  bis  estate  was 
taken  October  23,  1G90.

John'  AnAjrs,  son  of  Peter  and  Rachel  Adams,  was  brought  to  Med- 
.  field  when  a  boy.  The  tirst  mention  of  bis  name  on  the  town  books 
was  Lis  appointment  to  the  ofSce  of  '-bog-reave"  in  U'SG.  This 
•needful  but  rather  undesirable  office  was  as  a  joke  usual  Iv  given  b7 
the  towns-people  to  the  newly  married  man.  and  hero  serves  as  the 
first  point  of  identification  of  this  John  Adaras,  as  ht:  was  married  in 
1685.  From  this  time  he  is  always  recorded  as  "•  John  son  of  Pe.er 
Adams,"  to  distinguish  him  from  his  two  cousins  of  the  same  given 
name  who  were  holding  offices  at  the  same  periods,  namely,  John 
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Adams  the  Miller  (son  of  Henry  Adains).  and  John  Adarns  th- 
cordu-ainer  (son  of  Kdward  Adams).  As  bis  occupation  \^a5  never 
mentioned  be  was  pre  oaiily  a  recr^an  or  husbandman.  Li  1GC2 
John  Adams  of  Medliebl  sold  to  Eobert  HarrinirtOD  of  Waiertown, 
Mass..  six  acres  of  biud  in  Vratertown  butted  bylbe  land  of  Richard 
Bloyce,  and  bis  wife  Micbal  Adams  relinquishes  her  right  of  dower. 

In  Canterbury  Conn,  town  books,  vol.  2,  page  21,"jobn  Adaras 
of  Mvildeld,  Mi'.ss.,  on  December  8,  1 70S,  bought  four  hundred  acres 
of  land  at  Canterbury  of  William  Johnson  (one  of  the  firs!;  nronrie- 
tors  of  the  place).  March  IG,  1718,  the  town  of  Canterbury  con- 
firmed to  John  Adams  and  to  Samuel  Adams,  Jr.  (his  Pon),*rhre'3 
hundred  acres  of  land  by  Rowland's  Brook,  the  bounds  beginnlDi: 
at  a  heap  of  stones  on  the  top  of  the  bill  on  the  west  side,  ran  by 
Paine's  land  and  that  of  Eleazar  Brown:  and  another  parcel  of  forty 
acres  of  land.  John  and  Sanuiel  Ad;ims  being  settled  iulj-ibicanr.s 
by  the  vote  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  June  15,  1718.  In  Apr'd 
30,  1723,  John  Adams  received  one  and  a  half  shares  in  ihg  comr:.oD 
and  undivided  lands. 

Llarcb  10,  1720,  Joseph  Adams  of  Metif.eld,  Mass.^  boo;;]-.:,  of 
John  Cady  secundus,  a  mansion  house  and  eigbr.y  acres  cf  laad  in 
Canterbury.  This  vvas  a  brother  of  John,  who  was  then  settied  in 
that  town.  March  12,  1720,  John  xYdams  deeded  to  his  son  iiicbard 
land  by  that  which  he  had  before  given  to  his  son  Isaac,  which  he 
had  previously  purchased  of  William  .Johnson.  Ou  the  sama  day  he 
deeded  land  to  his  other  son,  John  Adams.  Jr.

This  John  Adams's  will  was  drawn  Februarv  14,  1724;  in  it  hf 
provides  for  his  wife  Michul  and  for  his  daughter  Marv.  who  waf 
to  live  v.ith  her  mother ;  he  gave  his  son  Samuel  a  quarter  part  o 
his  "wearing  clothes";  leaves  to  his  three  sons  "•  who  now  live  wit' 
me  "  his  home  lot  to  be  equally  div:de<i  between  them,  which  lot  is 
bounded  south  by  "my  sou  Richard  Adams's  land,  west  by  mv  so. 
Samuel's  land,  east  by  the  hundred  acres  I  purchased  of   Wiliia: 
Johnson;  also  three  fourths  of  the  forty  acres  more  Iving  northwe;. 
of  the  said  home  lot  which  I  bought  of  Vi'illiarn  Johnson  and  IS'. 
Paine  fur  the  cuu\"ei;ience  of  a  saw  mill.     To  my  cozen  {Le.  nleci 
Ruth  Ad.tnis  who  now  lives  with  me,  live  pcunns  pioviiled  she  con 
tinues  to  live  with  my  wife  during  the  whole  time,"  that  is  duriri; 
her  minority;  he  also  mentioned  his  daughter  Ruth   Paine  and  hi 
younge-t  sou  Michal  Adaru;.

John  Adams  dic^l  February  2o,  1724;  bis  Tvidow  Miclial  Adams 
died  x\pril  14,  1752.  The  settlemect  of  bis  e>tate  is  recorded  in  the 
Canterbury  books,  vol.  5.  pnue  293.  where  we  read:  "  Whereas  Mr. 
Joliii  Ad.tms  of  Canterbury  late  deceased,  died  seized  of  about  one 
hr:i:dred  acres  of  land  bounded  by  that  of  Tsuac  Adams  on  the  north. 
west  by  the  land  of  the  heirs  of  Mr.  John  Adams,  east  by  tlie  land 
of  Eli;ha  Faine,  and  Johu  Adams  gave  the  said  land  to  his  four 
sons  Sauuel,.  John,  Isaac  aud  Richard,  who  were  ihe  iheu  surviving 
sons  of  the  said  Jblin  Adams,  and  the  said  heirs  held  the  land  in 
commou  until  about  1734,  when  Richard  died  and  left  one  only 
child,  Lucy,  whereupon  ?ht;  h-jid  the  land  in  common  with  the  otiier 
heirs  until  1743,  wheu  Samuel  died  leaving  only  two  daughters. 
Amy,  hite  wife  of  Thomas  Nowling,  dec,  and  Mehitable,  late  wife 
of  John  Smith.  d3c.,  whereup'ou  his  share  descended  to  these  daugh- 
ters; IMeli'tuble  died  in  17.30  and  left  four  children;  whereupon 
these  heirs  heW  the  laud  iu  commoa,  it  is  now  desired  to  make  a 
more  natural  divisiou,  etc."' 

John*  Adams,  son  of  John  and  jlicbal  (Bloyce)  Adams,  born  at  Mod- 
field.  Mass..  in  108o,  seems  to  have  resided  quietly  en  t'ne  large 
estate  which  his  father  had  bought  in  Canterbury  all  the  earlier 
years  of  his  life,  and  it  is  not  until  the  father  was  advanced  in  years 
that  the  children  began  to  have  any  public  mention.  As  one  of  the 
patriarchal  fanaiies  of  the  olden  times,  they  appear  to  havr;  lived  in 
one  community  and  to  have  cultivated  the  lands  together.  March 
12,  1723,  the  elder  Joim,  the  first  of  thi ":  given  name  in  the  town, 
made  over  to  his  son  John,  then  about  twenty-eight  years  old,  £fty 
acres  of  the  land  '•  together  with  one  quarter  part  of  the  land  which 
I  bought  of  William  Johnson."  This  was  near  the  close  of  ihn 
father's  life,  aud  the  brothers  went  quietly  on  their  way ;  .Samuel  fiud 
Richard  m-.trryiug  and  then  dying  young,  leaving  only  dangh'ers; 
Isaac  marrying  and  then  removing  from  the  town;  so,  iu  1752.  when 
■  the  final  settlement  of  th?  whole  estate  was  made,  there  was  the  one 
only  sou  John  left  '''on  the  old  place,"  as  country  people  always 
term  the  original  homeci;ead.  This  John  Adams's  life  is  wholly 
made  known  to  us  by  the  few  deeds  which  he  gave  from  time 
to  time.  January  16,  1752,  Isrsac  Adams  of  Canaan,  Lirchlleld 
county.  Conn.,  makes  over  to  his  brother  .John  all  his  rights  given 
by  our  father  John  Adams.  April  17.  1752,  Johu  and  Abigail  (his 
wife)  Adams  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  legacy  from  the  estate  of 
their  father  Josiah  Clt-veland  of  Canterbury,  which  had  been  be- 
quea'hod  to  them  in  a  clause  iu  his  wUl  of  December  2S,  1750,.  ia 
which  Josiah  Cleveland  mentions  his  daughter  Abigail  Adams  -ind 
his  grandson  Benjamin  Brown.  In  174G,  John  aud  his  wife  ^v^re 
of  the  people  who  formed  the  Separatist  Church  in  Canterbury 
which  gave  rise  to  so  much  dissension  in  that  village.  John  Adams 
was  made  a  member  of  the  early  church  iu  1741,  and  his  wife  Abi- 
grdl  iu  1745,  His  own  will  was  drawn  May  4,  17S2,  and  the 
estate  was  administered  that  same  year;  in  it  he  mentions  wife  Abi- 
gail Adams,  ilrs.  Abigail  Adams's  estate  was  administered  Fel> 
ruary  iO,  1782,  and  mention  is  made  of  her  "eldest  son  Beiij.;-.ni-n 
Brown." 

In   precisely  what  year  John  Adams  and   the   widow  Abigail 


(Cleveland)  Brown  were  mnrried  has  uot  yet  beeu  a.scertaioed,  but 
the  Canterbury  town  records  give  the  births  of  tho  followiu-  chil- 
dren :

6.  John*    Apams,    son   of   John    and    Mary    (Parker)    Adams,    born 

September  IS,  1772;  wa.^  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1795. 
After  which  he  formed  a  private  school  in  the  north  part  of  Canter- 
bury, and  showed  such  skill  in  both  management  and  development 
of  his  scholars  as  to  at  once  make  it  a  marked  success.  "  In  the 
spring  of  179G,  he  was  induced  to  remove  his  school  to  Canterbury 
Green,  where  it  was  immensely  popular.  Canterbury  was  never 
more  flourishing  than  during  the  continuance  of  this  school.  He 
had  in  a  large  degree  the  art  of  calling  out  the  best  in  a  papj],  and 
awakening  enthusiasm  for  school  studies  and  master;  he  was  espe- 
cially kind  to  indigent  young  men,  and  often  assisted  them  pecu- 
niarily."* 

"In  1800  he  was  appointed  rector  of  Piainiield,  Conn.  Aca 
and  in  1803  preceptor  of  Bacon  Academy  of  Cuichsster,  Couu. ;  ..luuc, 
1810,   "he  was  chosen  principal   of   Phillips  Academy,  Andover, 
Mass.,  lu  which  oiRce  he  continued  twenty-three  years.     In  1833, 
he  resigned  this  position  and  removed  with  some  of  bis  family  to  lili-

cols,  wh(}re  he  invested  his  property  in  the  new  lands.  Possessed 
of  a  constituciou  of  unusual  sounduess,  he  discovere.l  in  his  seventy- 
second  year  he  had  bo:li  the  p''.vfer  and  opportuuity  of  doing  rrreat 
good.  Always  interested  in  the  young,  he  volunteered  his  services 
for  their  advantage,  and  after  he  had  passed  the  period  allotted  to 
man,  organized  in  the  state  of  his  adoption  several  huniired  Sabbath 
schools,  many  ^f.  which  have  grown  into  churches.  Vv'hile  resident 
iu  Andover  he  took  part  in  the  organization  of  several  of  the  great 
national  charities.  The  degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  on  him  by 
his  alma  mater  in  ISo-i.  His  three  sons  are  graduates  of  Yale  Col- 
lege in  the  classes  of  1821,  1825,  1827.  He  died  iu  Jacksonville. 
111.,  April  2d,  18G3,  in  his  Oist  year,  retainiug  to  the  la;t  the  full 
possession  of  his  faculties,  a  sound  judgment  and  a  most  cheerful 
Christian  hope."  *

7.  "U'lLLiAM^  Ad  uis,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Ripley)  Adams,  born 
at  Colchester,  Conn.;  was  prepared  for  college  at  Andover  by  his 
father,  and  entered  Yale,  whence  he  was  graduated  1S30,  one  of  ihe 
foremost  among  men  who  have  achieved  high  reputation  as  scholars 
and  divines.  He  return(d  to  Andover  and  took  the  tleological 
coarse;  then  was  first  settled  over  a  church  in  Brighton,  iMass.  At 
the  end  of  three  years  he  removed  to  a  pastorate  of  the  Broome 
Street  Presbyterian  Church  in  New  York.  After  nineteen  fatrhfui 
years  of  work,  his  people  built  the  Madison  Square  church,  whither 
they  ail  removed. 

Of  a  courtly,  dignified,  graceful  presence,  ready  of  speech,  his 
affable  manners  and  polished  deportment  rendered  him  a  marked 
man  in  all  assemblies.  A  scholar  of  more  than  ordinary  accuracy, 
variety  and  elegance,  h.?,  more  than  most,  was  called  upon  on  occa- 
sions of  public  interest  in  church  and  state.     In  1873,  ho  was  chosen

to  speak  the  welcome  to  the  American  Evangelical  Alliance,  "and 
none  of  all  the  thousau(.ls  present  vrill  ever  forget  the  majestic  grace, 
fer\ur  of  imagery  and  eloquence  of  his  address  of  "rrelcome  lo  the 
leuiuinix  and  genius  of  the  church  beyond  tlie  sea;  he  spoke  extera- 
porar.ccuclv,  but  his  ^ords  were  the  keynote  of  the  whole  scrio;'  of 
meetings.''*  He  delivered  the  address  at  the  Centennial  celebranou 
at  Lexington,  3Ir:-s. ;  and  was  one  of  the  few  who  at  their  own 
expense  were  sent  to  ask  of  the  Emperor  of  Russia  liberty  of  worship 
for  the  dissenters  from  the  Greek  church  in  the  Baltic  provinces. 
He  was  made  a  member  of  the  New  York  Historical  Society,  June 
%  18,  184-i.     In  the  spring  of  1874,  after  a  New  York  pastorate  of 

fifty  year;,  he  resigned  his  charge  of  the  Madison  Square  church  lo 
accept  the  pi-esidency  of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  o^'  New 
York,  which  he  had  been  instrumental  in  forming. 

Rev.  William  Adams  married  1st,  July  13,  1831,  Snsau  P.,  a 
daughter  of  Thatcher  and  Mary  (Bradshaw)  Magoun  of  Medford, 
Mass.,  who  'lied  r^fay  22,  1834;  be  married  2d,  August  12,  1835, 
her  sister,  ISIartha  Bradshaw  Magoun,  who  was  born  October  17, 
1812,  died  June  13,  1SS5;  he  died  August  31,  1880.

The  BRArronD  Line. 

■WiiLiA>r'  "Bp.apfoed,  son  of  TVilliam*  and  Alice  (Hanson)  Bra'lforfl; 
was  born  March,  15S3.  His  father  died  in  1501,  when  his  grand- 
father, "WiHiam  Bradford,  took  him;  but  the  grandfather  died  in 
1596,  and  he  then  went  to  live  with  his  uncle  Robert  Bradford,  who 
resided  in  the  little  village  of  Scrooby,  a  place  live  miles  from  Au?- 
terfield  and  near  the  estate  of  the  Brewsters,  in  iSottinghamshire. 
He  joined  the  church  where  Eev.  Illchard  Clifton  and  Rev.  John 
Eobinson  preached,  and  was  soon  numbered  among  the  "  Separatists," 
and  became  a  leader  among  them.  His  early  educational  advan- 
tages were  apparently  very  limited,  but  he  so  applied  himself  to 
study  that  he  became  proficient  in  Dutch,  Latin,  French  and  Greek; 
he  also  devoted  himself  to  the  study  of  Hebrew,  as  he  desired  to 
read  the  scriptures  in  their  native  tongue. 

He  went  with  the  community  which  migrated  to  Holland,  and 
was  one  of  the  most  influeutial  amongst  them.  On  comiug  of  age 
he  received  a  considerable  property  from  his  father's  estate,  but  aid 
not  succeed  in  some  commercial  undertakings;  he  learned  the  an  of 
"fustian  or  frieze  weaving.''  November  15,  ]  613,  "William  Eret- 
foort,  fustian  worker,  a  young  man  from  Osterfeldt,  Eng.,  was  af- 
fianced to  Dorothea  ^lny  from  Witzbutz  (Wisbeach,  Cambridge, 
Eng.).  The  banns  were  published  in  Leyden,  but  the  marriage  took 
place  elsewhere,  as  on  December  9,  1613,  "William  Bretfoorc,  aged 
23  years,  was  married  to  Dorothea  May,  aged  16  years,  in  Amster- 
dam, Holland. 

They  embarked  for  England  July  22,  1620,  and  after  many  mis- 
'haps  and  troubles,  on  September  6,  1620,  set  sail  from  Plymouth. 
Eng.,  with  the  first  company  of  Pilgrims  in  the  Mayflower,  and 
reached  Cape  Cod  harbor,  N.  E.,  on  the  followiug  ^November. 
While  they  were  at  anchor,  and  when  he  was  absent  from  the  ves- 
sel, his  wife  Dorothea  fell  overboard  and  was  druwned. 

From  this  time  onwanls  "William  Bradford's  part  in  the  fortunes 
of  the  community  was  important  and  powerful.  Soon  after  the  Ilrst 
governor,  John  Carver,  died,  Bradford  was  elected  to  that  oftice, 
which  he  held  by  annual  election  until  his  death,  excepting  the 
years  1633,  'oi,  '06,  "38  and  '44,  He  took  a  prominent  part  in  all  tl;e 
councils,  which  were  held  at  his  house,  and  in  all  the  affairs  civic, 
political  and  military  ;  from  his  house  at  the  foot  of  Burial  Hill  each 
Sabbath  morning  the  little  company  of  worshippers,  who  all  assem- 
bled there,  marched  in  procession  up  the  steep  ascent  to  the  fort 
at  its  top,  where  the  religious  services  were  held.  As  he  lived  tiie 
history  of  the  times  he  wrote  them,  and  this  history,  so  long  missing. 
is  now  that  which  gives  his  posterity  the  best  pictures  of  the  lives 
and  events  of  those  who  so  valiantly  and  bravely  lived  and  died.

Bradford,  who  w"as  bora  in  Kingston,  Mass.,  in  1661-2  :  married 
Joshua  Ripley,  a  grandson  of  William  Ripley  who  with  his  wife 
and  four  children  came  from  Hin^ham,  County  Xorwieb,  Eug.,  to 
Hingham,  ilass.,  in  1638.  His  son  John  married  Eliz.ibeth,  diiugh- 
ter  of  Rev.  Peter  Hobort  o:  Hingham,  and  their  son  Joshua,  with 
his  wife  Hannah  Bradford,  lived  in  Hingham  until  16S9,  when  they 
went  to  Norwich,  Conn.,  whence  they  removed  to  the  upper  part  of 
that  state,  where  he  bou-^ht  of  Isaac  2>Iagoun,  the  first  settler,  sixty 
acres  of  land  on  both  sides  of  Merrick's  Brook.  The  first  town 
meeting  of  Windham  was  held  June  11,  1692,  when  Joshua  Ripley 
was  appointed  town  clerk ;  he  was  ".^.so  town  treasurer.  "  He  was 
a  man  widely  known  aud  respecte."!,  as  of  sterling  sense  and  judg- 
ment; be  was  one  of  the  fiist  justices  of  the  peace  in  Connecticut, 
and  was  appointed  May.  1608,  when  that  ofiice  was  first  instituted  : 
was  the  first  representative  sent  by  Windham  to  the  General  Asse 
biy,  appearing  there  ilay,  16D0."  He  was  also  one  of  the  seveti 
pillars  or  counsellors,  and  justice  of  the  quorum  in  1726.  His  wife 
was  "  a  noble  and  useful  woman,  remarkable  not  only  for  intelli- 
gence and  accomplishments,  but  for  her  skill  in  the  art  of  healing. 
She  was  the  first,  and  for  a  long  time  the  only  physician  in  the  sec- 
lement,  and  it  is  said  that  the  first  male  physician.  Dr.  Richard 
Huntington,  received  much  of  his  medical  kuowleds-e  from  her."
